I would like to call your attention to some 01 the 
accomplishments of the County Commissioner's office 
since I hove been in this capacity. 


Immediately ofter election in 1938, we started 
a drive to secure the Savoge River Dom Project, ond 
were successful in attorning it Upon completion, this 
project will be of tremendous value as flood and 
health protection, not only to the people of the City 
of Cumberland, but to the small communities ond 
numerous industries located along the Potomoc River. 


W e immediately asked the Board of Education 
for the Cumberland and Union Street School Buildings 
Again we were successful, ond these buildings were 
converted into the offices now housing the State s 
Attorney, People's Court, County Roods Engineer s, 
W elfare Board, and numerous other offices 
Before 
this conversion, we were renting offices for these 
purposes at o cost of approximately $3500 OO yearly. 
At the present time, the revenue to the county, over 
and above previous rental paid, is approximately 
$5000 OO annually. 


W e established a County 
Infirmary for the 
chronic aged ond ill poor people of the county. Im 
provemenfs were mode to the County Home ond 
Insane Asylum in on amount close to $50,000 OO, 
ond they ore now in very good condition A ll this was 
done despite the foct we were of war at the tune of 
repairs. 


Since election in 
1938, the County Commis­ 
sioners office has collected over holt o million dollors 
in bock foxes from various corporations on property 
supposedly heretofore missed or unreported 
This 
money enobled us to participate in building additions 
to the Memorial Hospital The cost of this project was 
to be divided between the County and the City of 
Cumberland Thus we were able to pay our share of 
this cost in cosh, with no bonds to retire, ond interest 
to pay on them This money also enobled us to estab 
lish our County Roods Deportment 
W e now hove 
approximately $100,000 OO worth of new rood equip 
ment entirely paid for The people using the roods lost 
winter con verify the odvontoges in having our snow 
and cinder equipment, ond those using the roods can 
easily see their improved condition for year-round 
Grovel 


At the present time we hove o Post W a r Rood 
Construction Program going into effect-—a two year 
program to be completed this year and next, the 
program to be financed equally by County Funds, 
and by State ond Federal funds This year the program 
includes the Vock# Rood and the M ill Run Rood, ond 
next year, Frostburg, M idlothian ond Carlos Roods, 
to be rebuilt, ond relocated in some ploces The entire 
program also includes o Bridge Building ond Renewal 
project, throughout the county 


All this has been accomplished by fighting the 
wild motions ond personal ambitions of certain pres­ 
sure groups W e were able to bold the present tax rote 
of on even rote with lost year, only by refusing ex­ 
emptions and requests tor large donations 
The tex 
rote bos still reached on all time high, but I sincerely 
believe that ii con be reduced greatly in the years to 
come, under proper management, ond with refusals 
to personolly profiting pressure groups 
I moke this 
declarotion in view of certom facts which I sholl 
explain 


To begin with, the gasoline fox received from 
the State will well C o r r y our County Roods Program 
in the coming years It represents o very important 
source of income, ond if handled correctly con be in­ 
valuable to the taxpayers of Allegany County. 


W e have also applied for more aid for our pat­ 
ients in the County Home and the Insane Asylum, 
ond we have every reason to believe it will be granted, 
thus disposing partially of another county financial 
burden 


Due to post refusals of exemptions for certain 
corporations, more revenue from foxes on these cor­ 
porations can be expected to supplement our County 
T rea S U ry 


In view of these important factors, the county's 
bonded indebtedness is declining, ond will, under 
correct control, continue to decline This will, there 
fore, enable the fox rote to be lowered, in years to 
come, to a much more reasonable rote
